shall, not less than thirty days after such arrest, [or diagnosis,] notify 8 

the Department of Public Health. The health care professional shall be 9 

deemed to satisfy this obligation if the health care professional seeks 10 

intervention with the assistance program. 11

SUMMARY 

This bill eliminates the requirement for a health care professional to 

notify the Department of Public Health (DPH) if he or she is diagnosed 

with a mental illness or behavioral or emotional disorder.  

The current requirement applies to health care professionals 

licensed or permitted by DPH. Under current law, the professional 

must provide the notice within 30 days of the diagnosis and he or she 

may satisfy the obligation by seeking intervention with the assistance 

program for health professionals (currently, the Health Assistance 

InterVention Education Network (HAVEN)).
